The Pacific was on her first trip of the sea- 
son, having been fully repaired and refitted at 
Mound City, during the summer, ata cost of 
$10,000. She was valued at $55,000, and was 
covered by insurance amounting to $40,000, 
principally in the Louisville offices, and the 
agencies of the Cincinnati offices in New Al- 
bany. The risks were $20,000 in Louisville, 
$5,000 in the Delaware, and $15,000 in New 
Albany. She was owned by Capt. Bragdon, of 
New Albany, Sherley, Bell & Co., of Louis- 
ville, and W. P. Halliday, the former clerk. 
The greater portion of the sheep on the boat 
belonged to Mr, Charles Dorsey, of Jefferson 
county, who had them insured. The cargo on 


board was also insured, maxing the entire loss | 


of the boat and cargo over $80,000. The cargo 
consisted in part of the following consign- 
ments: 134 hhds. tobacco, 500 beef 
cattle, 48 mules, 300.bbls, pork, 190 bbls. flour, 
15 tons pork, bacon and lard, 20 tons bacon, 
pork and flour, —

He 
bad a propensity for breaking the glass in his 
windows, and when every one else was suffer- 
ing from intemse cold, McEnroe complained of 
great feverishness, his head was hot, and he 
would allow no fircinhiscell, Witness did not 
believe the prisoner was yet ina healthy state 


Benj. Chase, Warden, considered defendant 
decidedly crazy at the time he was an inmate 
of the county poor house, and no better now. 
This witness related several instances to show 
the lunacy of McEnroe, one of which was that 
when he was in jail somebody tried to poison 
hisa, but he “ blowed out” the noxious drugs 
and poisoned all of them ; also, that he endea- 
vored to find out how defendant come to emi- 
grate to Chicago from Michigan ; all he could 
get out of him was an oft-repeated story about 
iifty thousand rats, and that the people wanted 
to kill him, but he took his army of rats ov!
